Robert McFarlane called this afternoon* He wanted to know whether 
as a citizen he was entitled to know if his telephone was being 
tapped and secondly if there was anything he could do about it 
in any event. I told him that he was not entitled to know whether 
his phone was being currently tapped if it was being tapped pursuant 
to a lawful court order, but that ultimately an inventory of the 
electronic surveillance must be provided to him pursuant to court 
order. I told him that if he believed he might be the subject 
of an illegal wiretap he should contact the telephone company for 
technical assistance? that while the telephone company could not 
provide him with information about a lawful wiretap, they should 
be in a position to run tests to determine if he were being illegally 
tapped. I suggested that if he were not satisfied with the assist¬ 
ance of the telephone company he should get back to me. 


I asked Mr. McFarlane what caused him to suspect that 
he might be the subject of electronic surveillance and he indicated 
that it was inconsistent reception on his telephone line, changes 
in volume and strange background noises. He lives in Bethesda.

He based 
his suspicion on inconsistent reception on hio telephone line, 
changes in volume and strange background noises. 


Hr. IlcFarlano asked Judge Webster whether as a citisen 
ho Is entitled to know if hio telephone is being tapped and, 
secondly, whether there is anything he might do about the tapping 
if it is occurring. Judge Webster responded that Mr. IlcFarlano 
would not be entitled to kno\/ whether his telephone is being 
currently tapped if it is being done pursuant to a lawful court 
order, but that in ouch case he would eventually receive an 
Inventory of the intercepted telephone conversations. Judge 
Webster further told Mr. IlcFarlano that if he believed he might 
be the subject of an illegal wiretap, ho should contact the 
telephone company for technical assistance; and, that while the 
telephone company could not provide him with information about a 
lav/ful wiretap, it could run tests to determine if ho uaa being 
Illegally tapped.

Probing the Khashoggi affair 

The Adnan Khashoggi family has been involved in 
Utah's business community for more than a decade 
— a decade during which the Deseret News has 
followed the ebb and flow of the Saudi Arabian's 
fortunes here and worldwide. 

The Deseret News obtained a telephone interview 
with Khashoggi Tuesday, continuing the newspa¬ 
per’s detailed coverage of events at home and in the 
world. 

Reporters who,have followed these events in¬ 
clude Max Knudson, the business editor at the Des¬ 
eret News since 1979 who has been intimately ac¬ 
quainted with the ongoing Khashoggi developments; 
Jeff Hunt, whose federal court beat encompasses 
much of the legal maneuvering going on to try to 
salvage the financial interests of companies involved 
in Triad; and Carrie Moore, a general assignment 
reporter who has followed Khashoggi’s involvement 
in the Iran arms-Contra scandaL 


erybody. I have nothing to- lose,” Khashoggi told the 
Deseret News. “It doesn't worry me, but it should worry 
you. Without us, the city would be dead a long time ago!” 

“It's not our fault the business went sour. We did our 
best to develop the city (Triad Center on west South

mile west of the International Air¬ 
port.) The fact that you had an eco¬ 
nomic downturn because of the cop¬ 
per industry and the lake (flooding), 
that's a natural disaster. We have no 
control over it.” ‘ 

In an article published last week in 
Time Magazine, the writer says Kha- 
shoggi was regarded as a hero in Salt 
Lake City for 10 years but' is now 
.“branded a fraud.” That did not sit 
well with Khashoggi. 

Khashoggi, who talked from his 
home in France with two Deseret 
News reporters, said he has lost $300 
million from his investments in Salt 
Lake City. He said he is angry at May¬ 
or Palmer DePaulis; unnamed Salt 
Lake banks and the press, all of whom 
he believes have abandoned Triad at 
the first sign of trouble. . 

DePaulis has been publicly critical 
of Khashoggi for Triad's failure to pay 
creditors in connection with the Triad 
Center development. Some banks that 
made loans to Triad for the develop¬ 
ment have filed suit to collect money 
owed them. 

“Your mayor has said I'm a hero for 
10 years,” Khashoggi said. “Now I'm a 
fraud!” 

Despite his anger, Khashoggi said 
he has not yet firmly decided to wash 
his hands of Salt Lake City. “At this 
point we aren't abandoning it. We 
could have gone into Chapter 11 (of the 
federal bankruptcy code) but we 
haven't. My message to Salt Lake City 
is this: Be patient. We have first class 
people. We are not trying to save our 
money, we are trying to save the little 
man’s money. If they give us a chance, 
we will definitely pay everybody. We 
will structure the loan. We will pay 
you. 

“We trusted this community,” Kha¬ 
shoggi said. “We left the most lucra¬ 
tive community in the nation, Los An¬ 
geles, and came to you. We haven't 
collected a penny of profit. We’ve 
waited. At this point we're not going to 
abandon it. . . but Salt Lake City will 
have to stand on its own merits. 

“I feel hurt, I feel I have been treat¬ 
ed lightly. So, at this point of the 
game, I am being American, business¬ 
like, cold blooded. We are human. We 


feel angry. With rich people — and 
poor people — pride is more than 
money” 

In the Time article, Khashoggi is 
quoted as saying of Triad's creditors: 
“They loaned the money against the 
collateral — the Triad Center. Now 
they hear rumors about my cash flow 
problems and call the loans. I am not 
going to bring in cash from other busi¬ 
nesses to pay the bankers. The collat¬ 
eral is all they will get if they persist.” 

Asked about that quote, Khashoggi 
said he meant that “international 
money” would not be injected into his 
Salt Lake projects. 

“The American interests have to 
stand on their own feet. The press has 
damaged the potential of raising the 
financing. We had it all in place, but 
just by saying we are bankrupt, 
people get nervous. Unfortunately, 
you (the Utah news media) have not 
contributed to the community, you 
have hurt the community.” 

Khashoggi said that he will not re¬ 
act in a “silly way” to what he sees as • 
a betrayal by the city. “We will not be 
emotional, but we will not inject more 
capital unless we are welcomed 
warmly. Salt Lake City has hurt our 
international image.” 

Publicity about his financial prob¬ 
lems in Salt Lake City has hurt his 
reputation around the globe, Kha¬ 
shoggi said. 

“People got nervous ” he said. “A 
bank in France got nervous. Then they 
were shocked we could pay $50 mil¬ 
lion overnight to cover a little 
overdraft.” ; 

The multimillion-dollar loss in his 
Salt Lake investments, he conceded, is 
not actual cash, but equity he believes j 
he once had in the projects. - ! 

“You invest a certain amount of ( 
money and then the real estate drops 
in value, rents drop, and already your 
equity drops to zero. The banks want « 
to save what they can, so they fore- j 
close. From $300 million in equity we ; 
now have $60 million in equity ” 

Khashoggi conceded that he took 
cash out of Triad Center by mortgag- j 
ing the various properties, but he j 
makes no apologies. 

“There is nothing we are hiding. It 
wasn't done in Timbuktu. It's an 1 
American (business) structure. If we 
have injected surplus cash, we took it 
out. If we're not going to show future 
expansion, it's normal not to leave the 
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. money there.” 

As well as the multimillion-dollar 
■bank loans that are in default, Triad 
has a lengthy list of creditors who in¬ 
clude carpenters, painters, landscap¬ 
ers and hundreds of other workmen 
and suppliers who helped build Triad 
Center but were never paid. Kha- 
shoggi is not sympathetic. 

“You want to protect the'guy who 
painted the building? What about the 
man who invested $300 million? Have 
you suddenly turned Communist?!” 

Concerned creditors should allow 
Triad to sell its profitable Edgington 
Oil Co. subsidiary, he said. Triad offi¬ 
cials estimate that deal would pump 
$70 million into Triad, $55 million of 
which would go to creditors. The sale 
was temporarily halted by a court or¬ 
der obtained by Sheraton Corp., which 
says the deal will defraud creditors. 

Reflecting on what went wrong 
with Triad Utah, Khashoggi said he 
has to give credit to his local manag¬ 
er, Emanuel A.. Floor, but said Floor 
became too protective of the projects 
and insisted on moving ahead with the 
master plan for Triad Center when 
the economy couldn't support it. 

“People who create something be¬ 
come very protective and become like 
a landlord. I think Manny fell into this 
trap. Imagine if we had built that sec¬ 
ond tower when our buildings were 
already empty! (The first tower has 
never been built.) I have to give him 
credit, he was an honest man, he did 
his job and he worked well with the 
, community. What happened later is 
he did not carefully examine the eco¬ 
nomics. It is human error." 

Asked what he feels the community 
can do to help him, Khashoggi said- 
there is a great deal. “I want the may¬ 
or to give us credit for what we have 
done, and the governor to give us 
praise like he did when we first put 
out our money. And I want them to 
ask the banking community to help us. 
We are borrowing money on real as¬ 
sets. We owe Salt Lake City $39 mil¬ 
lion, but that is nothing compared 
with the assets sitting there." 

“If I throw good money after bad, I 
won’t be the richest man (in the 
world), I’ll be the poorest man,” he. 
said. 

On the international front, Kha¬ 
shoggi believes his role in the Iranian 
arms deal has been overblown. 

“ . . . it’s like it’s the biggest thing 
in life,” Khashoggi said. In reality, he 


charged, Americans don’t care what 
goes on in Iran. “I feel hurt. I feel I’ve 
not been treated right.” 

Khashoggi said he collected no 
commission in the arms deal and that, 
no Triad assets were pledged to se¬ 
cure financing. “I was financing it out 
of my pocket with an eye that if peace 
comes to this place (Iran), there will 
be a lot of business there," Khashoggi 
said. . * 

According to records in Salt Lake 
City, Triad assets were pledged as col¬ 
lateral for loans from Vertex Fi¬ 
nances, S.A., a Cayman Islands bank, 
and a loan from Euro Commercial Fi-’ 
nances, B.V., a Netherlands company,' 
about the same time loans for the- 
arms sales were arranged. 

Congressional investigators have 
been told that unidentified Canadian 
investors operating out of the Cayman 
Islands became upset when loans of 
more than $10 million to Khashoggi 
were not paid back. »■ • 

Khashoggi declined further com- 
ment on the exact source of the arms 
financing, saying, “That .is old hat. 
That has been overdone.” ; 

Khashoggi said he regained posses¬ 
sion of his luxurious $40 million DC-8 
Tuesday. The plane has come to sym¬ 
bolize Khashoggi’s massive wealth 
and extravagant lifestyle. It features 
three bedrooms, a full kitchen, 
$750,000 in china, flatware and crystal 
and a $200,000 Russian sable bed¬ 
spread on Khashoggi’s circular bed. 

The much-publicized plane Was 
seized by French authorities two 
weeks ago for Khashoggi’s alleged 
failure to pay a $2.5 million loan from 
Roland “Tiny” Rowland, head of 
Lonrho, a British mining and trading 
conglomerate. 

Khashoggi denied he owes Rowland 
any money, saying instead Rowland 
owes him $60 million for capital ven¬ 
tures that never materialized. 

The DC-8 is the last of Khashoggi’s 
former fleet of three jets. His prob¬ 
lems with the plane were detailed last 
week in the Time Magazine cover 
story. 

Asked about reports that he may 
face charges in his native Saudi Ara¬ 
bia for dealing with Israelis in broker¬ 
ing the Iran arms sales, Khashoggi 
said he visited his homeland two days 
ago and had no fears. 

“I said my prayers,” Khashoggi 
said. “I prayed for Salt Lake City.”

When the complex legal snarl be^ 
tween Triad America Corp. and its 
many creditors is finally sorted out, 
the only real winners may be the at¬ 
torneys handling the lawsuits.. 

Win or lose, the lawyers generally 
get paid. 

The litigation started with a trickle 
in the spring of 1986, building to a tor¬ 
rent by the summer and fall. “They 
just stopped paying everybody all at 
once/’ said Thomas Karrenberg, a 
Salt Lake attorney representing a 
Missouri company trying to collect $3 
million from Triad. . ; 

Triad's refusal to pay creditors in 
connection with the stalled Triad Cen¬ 
ter development has received nation¬ 
al media attention — “Khashoggi's 
most .public debacle has been in 
Utah,” declared Time magazine — 
and provoked Salt Lake Mayor Palm- 
/er DePaulis to ask: “If he is the richest 
man in the world . . . why isn't he 
paying his debts here?” 

The lawsuits filed in 3rd District 
Court and U.S. District Court for Utah 
vary in size and complexity, but all 
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have a common denominator: The 
•companies claim Salt Lake-based Tri- 
.ad owes them money and they want it 
now — plus interest, thank you. . 

Some creditors are small, like Daw 
Inc., Salt Lake City, which has been 
•waiting more than a year for $125,000 I 
it is owed for interior work at the Tri- 
*ad Center. One of the largest is The 
.Travelers Insurance Corp., Hartford, 
Conn., which sued to collect a $38 mil¬ 
lion loan it made on the Triad Center 
development. 


*' Salt Lake County is owed $116,000 
plus interest and penalties for unpaid 
property taxes. 

*4 Triad's total secured debt is ap¬ 
proximately $300,000, according to an 
affidavit on file in U.S. District Court 
♦fpr Utah from Arthur J. Miller, identi¬ 
fied in the records as Triad America 
Corp. assistant secretary, 
r* According to Triad officials, the key 
16 paying the creditors — and keeping 
'^Triad liquid — is the sale of Edgington 
Oil Co;, a Long Beach, Calif.-based re¬ 
finery purchased by Triad in 1983. The 
sale of Edgington, with annual sales of 
more than $500,000, is regarded as one 
yi Triad's few remaining profitable 
■assets and will boost Triad's net worth 
by at least $70 million, according to 
Miller’s statement. 

*About $55.3 million of that will go to 
;pay creditors, Miller said, including 
200 unsecured creditors with total 
claims pf $12.3 million# 20 secured 
creditors owed $7 million and 10 ener¬ 
gy-related creditors owed $36 million. 

So sell Edgington, right? 

Wrong, says the Sheraton Corp., 
which obtained a federal court order 
temporarily blocking the sale. Shera¬ 
ton, which claims Triad has defaulted 
on a $15.2 million second mortgage on 
the Sheraton Triad Hotel and Towers, 
says the sale of Edgington will de¬ 
fraud those Triad creditors, like itself, 
not earmarked to receive a share of 
the proceeds. 

The winning bidder for Edgington, 
offering a package of cash and stocks 
worth $125 million, is an obscure Ca¬ 
nadian company called Skyhigh Re¬ 
sources Ltd. that is controlled by Tri¬ 
ad Chairman Adnan Khashoggi and 
TriadPresident Donald Fraser, a Ca¬ 
nadian who lives in the Cayman Is¬ 
lands and Monaco. 

Despite a sworn statement from 
Miller that neither Khashoggi nor oth¬ 
er Triad insiders will receive pro¬ 
ceeds from the Edgington sale, Shera¬ 
ton has suggested in court pleadings 
that the money will be used to repay 
loans totaling $21 million that Kha¬ 
shoggi borrowed from Vertex Fi¬ 
nances S.A., purportedly to finance the 
controversial U.S. arms shipments to 
Iran. 

Vertex Finances is a Cayman Is¬ 
land corporation controlled by Fraser 
and Walter (Ernie) Miller, a Toronto 
real estate dealer. Both Khashoggi 
and Fraser have denied the money 
was used to finance the arms sales, 
though Khashoggi has said the money; 
was obtained from a bank in the Cay¬ 
man Islands. <- 
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Eventually, a federal magistrate in 
Salt Lake City will decide whether to 
grant Sheraton a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion halting the Edgington sale. A 
hearing on the issue originally was 
scheduled this week but has been post¬ 
poned with no date set. 

When contacted by the Deseret 
News, Triad attorneys declined to dis- 
- cuss the number and nature of collec¬ 
tion actions pending against the com¬ 
pany, citing the pending disposition of 
the litigation. 

Ronald Nehring, a Salt Lake attor-. 
ney representing Triad in the Shera¬ 
ton lawsuit, blames some of the col¬ 
lection actions on the media spotlight 
that has illuminated Triad's troubles. 

“Much of the blood in the water has 
been created by the press,” Nehring 
said. 

• Still, DePaulis and others say the 
problem boils down to commitments 
made and not kept. That sentiment 
surfaced humorously recently when 
DePaulis’ staff presented him with a 
belated Christmas card sent by 
Khashoggi. 

The card arrived from Paris in De¬ 
cember, but city staffers thought the 
timing and message a bit ironic, so 
they framed it and presented it to De¬ 
Paulis for his birthday last week. 

The card's gold type said, “During 
this holiday season, we entreat those 
who feel the responsibility of bringing 
peace to the world to raise their ' 
hearts in prayer and deed in celebrat¬ 
ing the brotherhood of man.” 

Said DePaulis: “You know this is 
nice, but I'd rather have a.’check.”

How can we help 
you?’ ” Still, Floor says he understands why people are 
upset with the way things have turned out. 

“Am I disappointed? Of course I am. When things start to 
go bad you say it can’t get worse... and it does. Think of. 
the relation between Salt Lake and Triad as a marriage ” 
To Floor the marriage took place when Dr. Mohammad 
Khashoggi, Adnan’s father, came to Utah in June, 1977 to > 
dedicate the Salt Lake International Center to “the broth¬ 
erhood of man.” 
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“We had a good marriage, but something happened. We 
got into financial difficulty internationally, and it affected 
us locally.” 

Khashoggi has come under particular criticism for his 
failure to keep pledges of $1.3 million to LDS Hospital for a 
new medical education building — he paid $300,000 on the 
pledge and $150,000 to Ballet West to finance the produc¬ 
tion of “Abdallah” at the Kennedy Center in Washington 
D.C. — $50,000 was actually donated. 

Although no longer Triad’s spokesman, Floor said the 

remainder of the pledged donations may yet be forthcom- 

ing. 

“I firmly believe it is their intention that these obliga¬ 
tions be met. Are they embarrassed? Of course they are. 

What went wrong? What went wrong with Utah state tax 
revenues, Kennecott and U.S. Steel? What’s wrong with the 
world economy? 

■ . iac,t is, that a lot of the countries and companies 
that produced a lot of cash flow for Khashoggi aren’t buy¬ 
ing anything anymore.” 

Khashoggi has been criticized for his role in the Iran- 
Contra arms affair currently being probed by Congress. 

Floor believes Utahns who now deride Khashoggi as a “gun 
runner” are hypocritical. 

“Utah’s life blood is the defense industry — Litton, Sper¬ 
ry, Thiokol and many others. If we are against the produc¬ 
tion and sale of arms, Utah is in a lot of trouble. Apparently 
someone in the (federal) government thought this was a 
good idea. And someone in the Israeli government thought 
it was a good idea.” 

But Floor denies that any Triad money went to buy 
arms. “We weren’t involved in arms transactions. He (Kha¬ 
shoggi) didn’t borrow any money here for arms. Maybe 
somewhere else, I don’t know.” 

Floor is particularly irked by talk of "broken promises.” 

“How about the promises kept? We had IOV 2 years where 
Adnan and Triad did everything they said they’d do and 
then a year and a half where we had problems. People only 
remember the one year. Will the creditors be paid? I hope 
so. If not, some people will be hurt. People have rung down 
the curtain, but the play’s, not over. 

“We had a whole series of transactions and hindsight 
tells us we shouldn’t have done some things. But the fact we 
had a dream about this city shouldn’t be held against the 
Khashoggis because we fulfilled much of the dream. 

I m not bitter and I don’t mind people having negative 
feelings; life allows us each to have our own opinions. But 
when I feel blue I get in the car and drive through those two 
projects . . . and I’m not blue anymore.”

I think we’ve tended to substitute, on occasion, fast 
money for steady growth. I think some of the (local) 
leaders in the past have viewed Khashoggi as a quick 
source of capital for cultural, educational and medi¬ 
cal needs. They’ve failed to look beyond their gifts, 
most of which haven’t fully materialized.

local people being primarily 
involved in that growth pat- 
tern,” says local businessman Jon M - Huntsman 
Jon Huntsman. As chairman of his own company as well as 
the Utah Symphony, Huntsman is a well-known figure in 
local business circles, and was one of few to vocally ex¬ 
press any early reservations about Khashoggi’s grand 
plans for Salt Lake City. 

“People used to be critical of me for my stance. But my 
position has been very steady through the buildup of Triad 
in Utah. It is unhealthy for our economy to build too much 
of our business and aspirations around any one organiza¬ 
tion, particularly a foreign organization. I felt that too 
many of our government leaders, both local and statewide, 
were encouraging them when — in reality — many Middle 
East investments have been very soft. 

“I think the more of our real estate and growth we can- 
center around people who have ties and economic back-| 
grounds in Utah and the Western states, the healthier it (the) 
economy) will be. Heavy foreign interests seem to move in 
cycles, and local business interests tend to move in a 
steady growth pattern.” 
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Huntsman, whose business is national in scope, said he- 

was aware of Khashoggi’s seesaw investment background* 
when the middle-aged businessman first came to town, but 
believes “many people either ignored it or chose not to 
investigate. They were too concerned with the quick mon¬ 
ey fix to some of our long-range (economic) problems, and 
it simply backfired on them. Most states where Khashoggi 
had been before had examined his record and seen his type 
of involvement was not a healthy economic solution to 
their problems ” 

Kirk Green, director for urban development with the 

Utah Division of Business and Economic Development,- 

said Triad’s well-publicized financial problems have gen¬ 
erated “lots of questions from out-of-state companies. 

“It used to be ‘How’s the lake?’ or ‘How’s Kennecott?’ 

Now they’re asking, ‘What’s the story with Triad.’ It doesn’t 
help us in our efforts to recruit businesses.” 

Green has joined at least one other government official 
— Salt Lake City Mayor Palmer DePaulis — in publicly 
questioning “whether these people are fulfilling their 
promises to the city and state. They are here as investors, 
that’s true. But they have to take a look at whether they 
have fulfilled their obligations, not just to the city, but to 
businesses here and particularly to their creditors. A big 
project like this, that’s not in totally good standing reflects 
on the rest of the city.” 

Green said he doesn’t know whether city officials looked* 
at Khashoggi’s prior investment record. “That’s always a 
difficult thing in the business of bringing firms in. Some¬ 
times you’re able to get a good background on them, and 
some companies we’ve dealt with had financial statements 
to look over. In some cases we’ve talked to their banks or 
accounting people but that’s not to say that we’re going to 
keep someone out of state from doing business here. We’re 
not in a position to hamper that. People are basically free 
to come in and do business as long as they obey the laws.” 

Of late, Khashoggi’s background has been widely public 
cized and Green says if city officials had known more 
details early on, “I’m sure the city would have taken a 
different look.” 

As the situation now stands, Triad’s financial problems 
are just another bit of negative national press the Utah 
business community has had to deal with. “We are trying to 
combat it with advertising, awareness campaigns and 
business tours to get national business editors here. But 
any time you get this type of thing, it adds to the already 
existing stereotype of the city, and — in a general sense — 
it has an impact on the way people view the state and the 
type of business that’s done here.” 
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If Utahns had been asked six months ago who Adnan 
Khashoggi was, those who knew would have likely associ¬ 
ated his name with Salt Lake’s Triad Center and the Salt 
Lake International Center. 

Asked today, many of those same respondents would 
undoubtedly name him as an Arab arms dealer who fi¬ 
nanced part of the controversial sale of arms to Iran. 
Though arms dealing has been a major wellspring of Kha- 
shoggi’s famed wealth — some have labeled him as the 
world’s richest man - relatively little local focus has been 
given to the Triad founder’s background as a key Middle 
Eastern weapons broker. 

The ongoing Iranian arms scandal isn’t the first time 
Khashoggi’s involvement with American-made weapons 
deals has been called into question. As a key broker be¬ 
tween Saudi Arabia, other Mideast countries and at least 
three major U.S. defense-contractors during the late 1960s 
and early 1970s, Khashoggi made hundreds of millions of 
dollars in commissions on deals he helped arrange between 
American sellers and Middle East buyers. Some of those 
payments became the focus of federal probes. 

In May 1975, the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
launched an investigation into purported bribes and other 
suspicious payments made by American arms manufac¬ 
turers in their dealings with foreign governments. Lock¬ 
heed and Northrop, both of whom had retained Khashoggi 
as an indispensable contact in arranging arms sales with 
developing Third World nations, were questioned exten¬ 
sively about their contacts with and huge brokerage pay¬ 
ments to Khashoggi. & y y 

During the investigation it was reported that Northrop 
was preparing to pay Khashoggi $45 million - a 5 percent 
commission for his help in getting an $850 million mainte¬ 
nance contract renewal on a group of about 100 F-5 jet 
fighters he had helped sell. It was later reported that Kha¬ 
shoggi had recommended that Northrop make payments 
totaling $450,000 to two Saudi generals in order to guaran¬ 
tee their help in approving the initial purchase of the com¬ 
pany’s F-5 aircraft Khashoggi dismissed the report as in¬ 
accurate, explaining later that he had pocketed the money 
and credited it against his own future commissions in order 
to save Northrop from offending the generals with the 
payoff. No charges were filed against him. 

Also brought to light during the Senate investigation was 
the record of an August 1973 meeting between Khashoggi, 
Northrop officials and Pentagon representatives, wherein 
Khashoggi was told Defense Department officials were 
worried about the huge payments he was receiving from 
defense contractors.

Using the power of persuasion that has made him 
wealthy, Khashoggi told Pentagon representatives that the 
Saudi king — though presiding over what was essentially a 
welfare state with all the wealth vested in the royal family I 
— was a great believer in free enterprise who wanted to 
see independent businessmen in his country prosper. Be¬ 
cause there was so little industry in Saudi Arabia, Kha¬ 
shoggi told officials, the king had encouraged his private 
efforts as a hedge against communism — a presentation 
with which Pentagon officials were duly impressed. 

When questioned about the size of his commissions, Kha¬ 
shoggi said such dealings provided capital that he could 
invest both in his country and in the U.S. to build a bridge of 
understanding between the two — the same precept upon 
which he believed that U.S. foreign aid programs were 
predicated. After hearing the presentation, one Pentagon 
official remarked that Khashoggi was really running an 
“inexpensive aid program.” 

Months later, in a highly publicized incident, the arms 
dealer was subpoenaed by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to talk again about his relationship with sev¬ 
eral major defense contractors, including payments either 
to him or through him'of $106 million by Lockheed between 
1970 and 1975. When the SEC subpoena found him visiting 
in Las Vegas, he promptly hopped into his custom-built jet 
and flew to Barbados, saying the U.S. government had no 
authority to question him. It was during a subsequent two- 
year, self-imposed exile that Lockheed and other longtime 
U.S. clients canceled their formal relationship with him 
and he sold several of his U.S. investments. 

Khashoggi returned to the U.S. in the late 1970s and 
volunteered to be questioned^ the SEC behind closed 
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Adnan M. Khashoggi, seen here in 1975, was a .

April 14,1975 Adnan Khashoggi and his local manager, Eman- 
uel A. Floor, hold ground-breaking ceremonies on 720-acre site at 
56th West and North Temple for a new business and industrial park 
to be called the Salt Lake International Center. Khashoggi has be¬ 
come sole owner of the property when joint venture partners Jelco 
and Summa Corp. decide to drop out of the project. 

June 7,1977 — Dr. Mohammad Khashoggi, Adn'an’s father, and 
other family members come to Salt Lake City to dedicate the Inter¬ 
national Center to the “Brotherhood of Man.” Adnan, who is stay¬ 
ing out of the country to avoid a U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission subpoena concerning allegations of taking bribes 
from American weapons manufacturers, greets dinner guests via a 
film made at his London headquarters. 

December 1978 — The award-winning International Center is, to 
the surprise of many Salt Lakers, a success, but outside consul¬ 
tants hired by Khashoggi say the overhead is too high and insist on 
laying off the majority of the staff. A power struggle ensues be¬ 
tween Floor and consultant James O’Hearn. Floor wins and beoins 
rebuilding the staff. 

February 1981 — A.K. (for Adnan Khashoggi) Utah Properties 
nc. has been renamed Triad, (for Khashoggi and his two brothers) 
Utah. Triad buys the development rights from local company Terra- 
cor to renovate the historic Devereaux House on west South Tem¬ 
ple. Triad tells Salt Lake City Council members it plans to buy all of 
the property on three city blocks around the Devereaux — the so- 
called “Gateway District” and build a $500 million office/retail/en¬ 
tertainment complex. 

June 1 , 1982 — Groundbreaking ceremonies are held for Triad 
Center, now said to be a $410 million project, that will include high- 
rise office towers, condominiums and a major hotel. The theme of 
the project is The Gathering Place.” Adnan is absent but younger 
brother, Essam, now chairman of Triad America, does the honors 
with Floor. Salt Lake City Mayor Ted Wilson defends the project 
against critics of the Khashoggi’s growing presence in the city as “a 
legitimate recycling of money this country spends for oil.” 

Oct. 20,1983 — Triad announces a major reorganization of its 
corporate structure making Salt Lake City headquarters for all of its 
U.S. operations. Five operating divisions are formed to coordinate 
and manage Khashoggi’s growing American operations in Utah 
Texas, California and Texas. 

February 1984 The Utah Arts Festival announces it will move 
its annual summer festival from the Salt Lake Art Center to Triad 
Center. 

June 12, 1984 — Adnan Khashoggi makes his first public ap-| 
pearance in Salt Lake City since the 1974 groundbreaking of thel 
International Center. He vows the bonds he formed here 10 years 
earlier remain active and strong” and he hints that there may be 
even more Triad projects in Utah beyond Triad Center — now said 
to be a $600 million project — and the International Center. 
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July 12, 1984 — Triad announces that it will build a 600-room 
luxury hotel at Triad Center to be managed by Hyatt Hotels Corp. as 
a Hyatt Regency Hotel. Nothing comes of it. 

Oct. 5,1984 — Saying it is “tired of waiting” for the government 
to work out details, Triad purchases three trolley buses to link Triad 
Center with downtown and local hotels. 

April 24, 1985 — Triad announces it has purchased the 18- 
month-old Sheraton Hotel on West Temple and 3rd South for ah 
unnamed price. Triad says $1 million is budgeted to add “special 
features” to the hotel’s public areas. That work is never done. 

June 6,1985 — Adnan Khashoggi returns to Salt Lake City for 
groundbreaking of 1 Triad Center, a $97 million, 35-story office 
building west of the Devereaux House. Told in a news interview that 
many Salt Lakers believe the Salt Lake office market is already 
overbuilt, Khashoggi replies, “Obviously, we don't agree." While 
here, he attends graduation of hjs eldest son, Mohamed, from the 
University of Utah. 

November 1985 Devereaux House managers (who own La 
Caille at Quail Run restaurant) David Johnson and Steven Runolf- 
son sever their relationship with Triad hinting major problems with 
the company. Pressed for an explanation as to why construction 
hasn t begun on the office tower, Floor says they’ve had problems 
getting the loan closed for the building but vows "it's going to 

happen.” He says Triad will now operate the Devereaux and other 
restaurants.

April 1,1986 — Triad announces 18 more layoffs and says it can 
no longer fund Triadtheater. Floor discloses that a company called 
ertex Finances S.A., based in the Cayman Islands, has been 
brought in to help raise new capital. Vertex is headed by Donald W. 
Fraser, who is the new Triad America president. Triad is now beinq 

sued by several creditors for being in default on loans. More will 
follow. 

Aug. 30,1986 — Having been absent for most of the summer, 
Fraser and his partners in Vertex return and terminate most of what 
remains of the old Triad management team, some 15 people. 

Oct. 8,1986 — After 12 years of guiding the Khashoggi invest¬ 
ments in Salt Lake City and elsewhere in the United States, Floor 
resigns, saying he is tired and wants to pursue other things. Triad 
America moves its headquarters staff, now down to about 10 
people, from the International Center to Triad Center. 

Dec. 9,1986 — Triad attempts to sell its profitable Edgington Oil 
subsidiary to Skyhigh Resources Ltd., a Canadian company owned 
principally by Khashoggi and Fraser, saying it will use the profits to 
pay off creditors. The deal is blocked at the request of Sheraton 
Corp. which says the sale will be made "with the intent to hinder 
delay or defraud creditors of Triad ..." Triad says the failure to 

sell Edgington will mean "It is likely Triad will not survive as a viable 
entity.”

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Expansion of lavish Utah 
empire was slowed to a 
sobering halt

On June 13,1984, Adnan M. Khashoggi held a press 
conference at Triad Center, his new office/retail/enter¬ 
tainment complex on west South Temple, a project that 
had transformed one of the city’s sleaziest areas into 
what one biographer of the flamboyant Arab billionaire 
would later term the “crown jewel” of his worldwide 
business empire. 

It was Khashoggi’s first public appearance in Utah 
since the ground breaking nine years earlier of his ini¬ 
tial investment here, the Salt Lake International Center 
business park west of the airport. — 

On that day, April 13,1975, he and then-Gov. Calvin L. 
Rampton held a press conference at the State Capitol 
and then stood out in the sagebrush and salt grass of the 
750-acre airport site for the obligatory ground breaking. 
When they stuck shovels into the alkaline soil, a stiff 
wind off Great Salt Lake blew it back into their faces. 

Most Utahns wondered back then, is this guy for real? 

But now it was 1984 and “The Chief,” as he was called 
by right-hand alter-ego Robert Shaheen (other under¬ 
lings and hangers-on called him “A.K.”), now had a 
track record and an impressive one at that. 

The International Center had been successful beyond 
the expectations of virtually everyone, having trans¬ 
formed 900 acres of what locals had always considered 
wasteland (as evidenced by the proximity then of the 
city dump) into an award-winning, job-creating, tax¬ 
generating business park. 

Moreover, first-phase construction of Triad Center 
was nearly complete and, the inevitable critics notwith¬ 
standing, it was generally deemed to be a minor mir¬ 
acle of redevelopment. Once the site of beer joints, 
abandoned buildings and a former coal yard on whose 
ground stood the burned out remnants of a pioneer man¬ 
or house, now stood gleaming bronze towers, exclusive 
shops, an amphitheatre and rolling lawns all tied to¬ 
gether by red brick pathways.

This time, though, it was full pomp and circumstance, 
flags and drum rolls, trumpets and 21-gun salutes. 

Standing at a podium at Triad Center before what 
appeared to be every reporter in the state of Utah, 
Khashoggi spoke in a voice so faint and querulous it-was 
hard to believe it belonged .to one of the world’s richest 
men. The International Center and the $600 million Tri¬ 
ad Centei;, he hinted, may be just the beginning. 

Asked What his timetable was for realizing a profit 
from his investments here, Khashoggi waved his hand 
grandly and replied, “Maybe our children will see the <- 
end result of it.” : 

His meaning was clear — confirmed in an interview 
a year later — Adnan Khashoggi believed, or wanted 
people to believe, that his Salt Lake City projects were 
not mere investments to increase his already mind- 
boggling fortune, but were to be his personal monu¬ 
ment, an American legacy of his vision and generosity. 

A tribute to the “brotherhood of man.” 

At the dinner party that night, the 200 or so invited 
guests who dined lavishly at the Devereaux House could 
not have guessed that the legacy only had 18 months to 
run. 

There was to be one more hurrah, However, before 
everything started unraveling. It came one year later, j 
on June 7,1985, when Khashoggi returned to launch the 
second phase of Triad Center, the ground breaking for a 


At the heart of the complex was the newly restored 
Devereaux House — now a haute cuisine restaurant at 
which Khashoggi, his glamorous Italian wife, Lamia, 
(standing a foot taller than her husband and wearing a 
40-carat diamond ring the size of a baby’s fist) and 
invited VIPs would dine in splendor later that evening. 

Khashoggi had slipped quietly in and out of town a 
few times before over those nine years, holding closed- 
door meetings with his local manager, Emanuel A. 
Floor, and his younger brother, Essam Khashoggi, 
whom he had named chairman of Triad America, over¬ 
seeing all of the company’s U.S. operations.

He would also attend 
that week the graduation of his eldest son, Mohamed, 
from the University of Utah. 

Whenever Triad did anything public, it was always ai 
spectacle worthy of Cecil B. DeMille. A large helium- 
filled balloon demonstrated to the crowd gathered un-, 
der a colorful tent at Triad Center just how high a 35- 
story building would be. Unfortunately, a stiff wind kept 
the balloon about 30 feet off the ground. Undaunted, 
Floor quipped, “That’s how a 35-story building looks 
lying on its side!” 

Everyone laughed. There was no situation Triad 
could not turn to its advantage. For the finale, Adnan 
and his brother, Essam, each put on a hard hat, mounted 
Caterpillar tractors and did a “dueling bulldozers” 
routine. 

Those few yards of soil the Khashoggi brothers 
shoved around that afternoon were as far as One Triad 
Center would ever get. Triad was on a roll that looked 
like it would go on forever. In an interview that after¬ 
noon with Khashoggi and Floor, this reporter suggested 
that many people thought the city was already over¬ 
built with office space. 

“Obviously,” Khashoggi replied, “we don’t agree.” 
Floor said the tower was already 25-percent leased and 
went on to predict that construction of a second 35-story 
tower would begin before the first was completed in 
February 1987. 

It didn’t work out .that way. By late summer of ’85, 
news reporters began asking Floor when construction 
was going to start. Just a minor delay, he would say. 
When the steel framework for the building was deliv¬ 
ered, stacked in a vacant lot east of Triad Center, it 
seemed the building would move ahead. 

Through the long winter of 1985-86, the steel lay rust¬ 
ing in the snow, and the once seemingly impregnable 
facade of Triad America and Adnan Khashoggi had 
begun to crumble. Rumors of creditors not being paid 
became sober fact as lawsuits were filed. 

Floor worked hard to stem the tide. Yes, the tower 
would be built, financing is just delayed. No, this will be 
the last layoff at Triad. In the first six months of 1986, 
Floor did a good impersonation of Adnan Khashoggi. 
himself, flying to the East Coast and to Europe in des¬ 
perate attempts to get new loans, raise new capital. 
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In June 1986, the “Canadians” arrived. They were 
Donald W. Fraser, Walter E. Miller and Ivan Burgess. 
Their company, Vertex Finances S.A., operated out of 
the Cayman Islands, an offshore banking haven where 
financial transactions are safe from the prying eyes of 
regulators. Although their role was never officially stat¬ 
ed, Essam Khashoggi praised their coming as a major 
turning point for Triad. They would inject new capital 
into the company and turn things around. 

i 

So far, that hasn’t happened. Triad’s major lenders 
have, for the most part, not yet moved on the various 
foreclosure actions filed, patiently waiting for Triad to 
fulfill its promise to make the debts good. Triad will do 
that, Fraser has said, by selling the company’s Edging- 
ton Oil refinery in Long Beach, Calif. 

That sale has been halted by a federal judge but in 
any case, if Khashoggi does realize any profits from’an 
eventual sale it now is questionable whether he will use 
the money to pay off Triad creditors. He told Time 
magazine last week I am not going to bring in cash 
from other businesses to pay the bankers. The collateral 
is all they will get if they persist.” 

That statement, chilling to Triad creditors, would 
seem to indicate more than anything else that Kha¬ 
shoggi has, as one Salt Laker observed, “folded his tent 
and moved on.” ’ 

The waters are further muddied by reports of Kha¬ 
shoggi trying to get some new deals going in other 
states — most recently in Denver — that sound star¬ 
tlingly familiar to his first involvement in Utah in 1974. 
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-The Salt Lake International Center was Adnan M. Khashoggi’s initial investment in Utah.

Others have offered the view that Adnan Khashoggi, a purported billion¬ 
aire who is now said to' have trouble “raising $200,000 in pocket money ” 
never was the visionary entrepreneur, who foresaw Salt Lake City’s poten¬ 
tial for growth and investment, that most thought him to be. 
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Rather, Khashoggi was a jet-set con man who invested little of his'own 
money in Utah but, instead, leveraged a series of bank loans (most of them 
with banks outside Utah) well beyond the value of the real estate, then took 
the money and skipped. • - . • , ....

William K. Martin, vice president and resident manager for the Salt Lake' 
office of the giant Coldwell Banker national real estate company, thinks not. 
Martin believes that even if Khashoggi never builds another square.ioot of 
space here — which seems likely — what he completed before the bottom 
dropped out has significantly strengthened the local economy. c -"’

“I believe the first entrance of the 
Khashoggis into Salt Lake City was 
extremely beneficial to Utah,” said 
Martin. “The Salt Lake International 
Center is our premier industrial park 
and, if maintained properly, will be so 
long into the future. 

“The Fortune 500 companies who 
now have operations at the Interna¬ 
tional Center would have had a harder 
choice to make about coming to Utah 
if that project hadn’t been here. Plus, 
it causes the balance of the (real es¬ 
tate) market to rise to its quality. It’s 
the top. It gives everyone else some¬ 
thing to shoot for” ' 

The Triad Center is a different sto¬ 
ry. The consensus among the business 
community is that it is this project, 
not the International Center, that 
brought down the Triad empire in 
Utah. Still, Martin contends that even 
that complex is not the disaster area it 
appears to those who see only the nu¬ 
merous empty storefronts. 

Triad Center 3, 4 and 5, the three 
main office buildings totaling more 
than a half-million square feet of 
space, are 67.5 percent occupied, not 
including the retail space. Considering 
the current glut of office space in 
downtown Salt Lake City, Martin says 
67.5 percent occupancy is very good. 

“Think of it this way, the Towers at 
257 (an office building at 2nd East and 
2 nd South) is only 6 percent filled and 
it’s been available for a year. 

“Triad Center’s problem is it needs 
to be more complete to be a viable 
mixed-use project. If Khashoggi’s fi¬ 
nancial ills had come three years' 
from now, Triad Center would have 
been able to stand on its own. Even so, 
it’s exceptional real estate, and prop¬ 
erty of that nature doesn’t deteriorate 
quickly if it’s maintained.” 


And don’t forget the economic im¬ 
pact of both projects, he said. “One 
way or another, taxes will be collect- j 
ed on both of Khahsoggi’s projects 
here, from the present or future own¬ 
er. Both projects have added millions 
of dollars to the Utah economy, and I 
think the state ought to be proud of 
them both.” 

Fred S. Ball, president of the Salt 
Lake Area Chamber of Commerce, 
concurs with that view, adding that he 
believes it is too soon to write finis to 
the Khashoggi family in Utah. 

“Maybe they’ve gone into the dust, 
but I hope not,” said Ball. “I may be 
too much of an optimist, but I worry 
that if we go on kicking them they 
won’t come back even if they have a 
chance to. There’s been so much nega -1 
tive press. • 

“I worry about the local people they • 
owe money to — I have so many 
chamber members who have money 
coming to them — and as long as they 
are the developers of record, I like to 
think they can get their cash flow 
problems solved and come back and 
finish what they started.” 

Ball said he has had numerous re¬ 
quests for interviews from the nation¬ 
al news media but has been dodging 
most of them because he believes they 
are not interested in anything positive 
about Khashoggi. “I talked for 40 min¬ 
utes to the Wall Street Journal about 
how hopeful I was on Triad making a 
comeback and they printed one sen¬ 
tence on LDS Hospital and Ballet 
West.” ( A reference to Khashoggi’s 
failure to fulfill contribution pledges 
of $1.3 million and $150,000 respective¬ 
ly to the hospital and ballet company.) 

With the benefit of hindsight, Ball 
believes local people were too quick 
to play ball with Khashoggi. “We were 
gullible because we welcomed him 
into this community. I think Manny 
(Emanuel A. Floor, Triad’s local man¬ 
ager) had a lot to do with that. Manny 
was so convincing and had so much 
credibility. They (the Khashoggis) 
hired the right guy.” 
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Ball wonders if Khashoggi realizes 
the extent of the ill will he has gener- 
ated here by not meeting his local 
commitments. He suspects not, noting 
that he received a Happy New Year 
card from Khashoggi a’few weeks 
ago, mailed from Paris, extolling the 
brotherhood of man,” the theme 
around which Triad molded its public 

_relations effort in the 1970s. To Ball 

the card seemed to indicate that Kha¬ 
shoggi thinks “everything’s fine and 
its business as usual.” ' 

Ball was also stunned by Khashog¬ 
gi’s comment on a recent national 
television program in which Kha¬ 
shoggi said his problems in Utah came 
about when the rising Great Salt T.gke 
“flooded the Kennecott mine.” 

“If he thinks that’s his problem,” 
said Ball, “it indicates he is a little bit 
out of touch with reality.” 

Thayne Robson, director of the Uni¬ 
versity of Utah’s Bureau of Economic 
and Business Research, does not share 
Ball’s optimism that Khashoggi will 
eventually make everything right.! 
And, again with the benefit of hind -1 
sight, he questions the judgment of lo¬ 
cal lenders. . 

“What it looks like, in retrospect, is 
a good, old-fashioned shell game. Kha¬ 
shoggi came in with a lot of front-end 
equity and made remarkable commit¬ 
ments, then leveraged the properties 
up to and beyond their market value 
The result is that the debt outstanding 
is now greater than what the proper- i 
ties are worth. 

“One of the issues that troubles me ' 
is the number of financial institutions 
involved. Instead of establishing a sin- 
gle consortium of institutions that 
handled all of it, they were making 1 
separate deals with different financial 
institutions who didn’t know what the 
others were doing. They were shocked 
to subsequently learn what the whole 
network^ loans really looked like.” 
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Was Utah a little too generous in 
putting out the welcome mat for an- 
Arab “deal maker?” In retrospect, 
Robson believes, yes. 

“He didn’t come into Salt Lake City 
without a good deal of encourage¬ 
ment” said Robson. “The state, after 
all, was partners with them in the 
downtown project (the state owned 
the Devereaux House, then considered 
the cornerstone of any redevelopment 
project in the Gateway Area). But at 
that time and under those circum¬ 
stances, it was OK. 

“It’s like asking me if Fd buy the 
same penny stocks in the oil business I 
bought 10 years ago. Today, obviously 
not, but under those same circum¬ 
stances ...” 

Although he believes that Kha- 
shoggi originally came into Utah “in 
good faith,” Robson holds out no hope' 
that the Arab tycoon will come back 
and rescue his Utah operations with 
fresh money — a view seemingly 
borne out by a quote attributed to 
Khashoggi last week in Time maga¬ 
zine. In the article, Khashoggi says of 
his floundering Utah projects: “I am 
not going to bring in cash from other 
businesses to pay the bankers. The 
collateral is all they will get if they 
persist (in foreclosing on Triad’s 
loans.)” 

(That quote, incidentally, is in di¬ 
rect contradiction to Triad’s claims 
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that it is trying to sell its profitable 
Edgington Oil subsidiary in Southdrri 
California so that it can pay off its 
creditors on the Utah projects.) *7 * 

Robson agrees that the Internation - 1 
al Center was more successful than 
anyone thought it would be, and-it 
“represents a significant contribution 
to the economic base of this communi¬ 
ty.” Conversely, the Triad Center was 
“more ambitious than this market 
could handle or Mr. Khashoggi could 
handle, given the change in hiS 
fortunes,” 

The main problem with Khashoggi 
recovering his former billionaire sta^- 
tus (if, in fact, he ever had it) is the 
downturn in oil prices that has severe¬ 
ly lowered the cash flow for his nation 
of birth, Saudi Arabia, the primary 
market for his arms deals. 

* 1 

During OPEC’s heyday in the 7.0s, 
Saudi Arabia had billions to spend on 
weapons systems. At that time, KHa- 
shoggi became the main middleman 
between the Saudi government and 
American manufacturers such .as 
Lockheed and Northrup, a feat pos¬ 
sible because of his high-level con¬ 
tacts in the Saudi royal family and his 
knowledge of the United States where 
he briefly attended school and put to¬ 
gether his first deals. In essence, Kha¬ 
shoggi made his millions and his repu¬ 
tation as a commissioned salesman: ‘
